At the death of Peter 
Lorillard Pierre inherited his share of the 
tobacco business with the other sons, but 
bought out their interests and took entire 
control of the business himself. He was 
noted for his lavish expenditures of money 
and for his luxurious tastes. At his resi- 
dence in Fifth avenue and Fifty-sixth 
streets he entertained, when at home, in a 
princely manner. He became interested in 
the turf in 1874, and won the English Derby 
with Iroquois in 1881. 


Decorated in France. 


Mr. Lorillard was also known as the 
builder of The Breakers at Newport, which 
he sold to Cernelius Vanderbilt, and as the 
fitter out, with the French government, of 
the two Charnay Franco-American arche- 
ological expeditions which explored ancient 
centers of population in Central America 
and Yucatan. In recognition of this France 
made him a Chevalier of the Legion d’Hon- 
neur and subsequently promoted him toe be 
an officer of the order. 

He was also an enthusiastic yachtsman, 
and once raced his Vesta across the Atlantic. 
It is related of Mr. Lorillard that when 
the Lorillard tobacco interests were merged 
into a corporation, with him as President, 
at a salary of $75,000 a year, he resigned, 
giving as a reason that he was too busy 
to attend to the duties of the office, 
Socially Mr. Lorillard was as well known 
in Europe as in the United States.

Employs Detectives to Catch the Person 
Who Tried to Pass a Check for $1,086 
on G; Nat Reeves for Oil Stock. 


When Attorney William J. Hilands learned 
yesterday that a man was trying to buy oil 
fields with a check for $1,086 drawn in his 
name he called upon the police and urged 
them to arrest the unknown.

REGRETS BOER TELEGRAM 


DEATH OF HOHENLOHE BRINGS 
FACT TO LIGHT. 


Former Chancellor Quoted as Having 
' Said That Emperor William Sent 
Jameson Raid Message to Kruger 
Under Misapprehension of Real Con- 
ditions—Stories of Burgker Cruelty 


Railway Line in Peril, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 8, 3 a. m.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times, in making public 
certain reminiscences of the late Prince von 
Hohenlohe, the’ ex-Chancellor of Germany, 
quotes him as having said to him in refer- 
ence to the Jameson raid that if the Emperor 
had known Dr. Jameson had so-many sons 
of respectable English families with him he 
would not have sent the telegram to Presi- 
dent Kruger that caused so much discussion 
at the time it was dispatched. His Majesty 
thought that Dr. Jameson had only filibusters 
with him, and that the raid was an act of 
brigandage. The telegram having been sent, 
however, Prince von Hohenlohe did his ut- 
most to make it appear that it had been ap- 
proved by the German Ministers and thus 
mitigate its vexatious effects. 


Reiterate Cruelty Charges. 

The Daily“Mail publishes three columns 
of letters from Mr. Wallace, its correspond- 
ent in South Africa, in which he reaffirms 
that the Boers shot an officer and a sergeant. 
for refusing to show them how to work the 
guns that were temporarily captured at 
Viakfontein on May 29. He also allegesthat 
the Boers killed British wounded during the 
interval before the British charged and re- 
captured the guns. The correspondent makes 
an onslaught on the censorship, declaring 
that messages are mutilated and falsified 
for political purposes. 

The Mail editorially supports its corre- 
spondent, declaring that the government is 
suppressing reports of Boer atrocities to 
prevent an outcry against such peace terms 
as were recently offered. : 


Stories Denied and Reaffirmed. 

Both these affairs were lately denied by the 
government in the House of Commons on the 
authority of General Kitchener, but have 
since been reaffirmed by correspondents with 
every appearance of sincerity. 

One report that was officially denied gave 
the details of a considerable engagement on 
June 5 in the Warm Baths neighborhood. 
Subsequent inquiry seems to show that it 
actually occurred as was described, with the 
exception of a minor detail. , 

It was this engagement that a correspond- 
ent at Durban reported after the official de- 
nial had been made.

Hard Work Guarding Railway.

German Emperor Introduces His Second 
Son Into the First Guards Regi- 
ment at Potsdam.

BERLIN, July 7.—Prince Elite) Frederick, 
second son of the Emperor, today formally 
received his-commission as an officer of the 
First Regiment of the Guards. The Em- 
peror made a speech in which he proclaimed 
his ideal officer.

‘‘The noblest task is the defense of the 
fatherland, the noblest weapon is the 
sword, and the noblest uniform is the uni- 
form of the Prussian soldier. 

“The finest thing I can imagine fs the 
earnest soldier, inflexible as iron in every- 
thing which constitutes the chivalry of an 
officer; hard toward himself, upholding with 
rigid self-discipline the traditions of his 
house and regiment; indifferent to the opinion 
of others and with one goal before his eyes 
—responsible only to his God and his 
father. So may my son follow his path in 
life.’’ 

Kaiser’s Regret for Hohenlohe. 

In a telegram to the members of the fami- 
ly Emperor William has expressed his deep- 
est sympathy in the death of Prince von 
Hohenlohe. Messages of sympathy have 
also been received from a number of other 
European crowned heads, including one from 
Emperor Nicholas,

the body, which will be removed on Tuesday 
to Schillingsfuerst, Bavaria. Two sons of 
the former Imperial Chancellor, his daugh- 
ters, a son-in-law, and several grandchil- 
dren have arrived in Ragatz, Switzerland, 
where he died.

SUIT WILL OPPOSE PARTITION OF 
INDIAN RESERVATION. 


Attorney Representing Kiowas, Co- 

manches, and Apaches Will Ask for 

_ Injanction Restraining Registrar of 

Land Office to Proceed with Sale of 

Homesteads in Oklahoma Territory 

—President Issues Proclamation Giv- 
ing Conditions. 


Oklahoma City, Ok. T., July 7.—An injunc- 
tion suit will be brought before Judge Irwin 
at El Reno in a few days for an order re- 
straining the register of the land office here 
and all other persons from proceeding with 
the opening of the lands of the Kiowa, 
Comanche, and Apache Indians, according 
to the proclamation of the President and 
the act of Congress, under which he pro- 
ceeded. 

The suit will be brought by an attorney of 
this city, who has been engaged by Judge 
William M. Springer to act as the attorney 
for the Indians. The bill of particulars is 
being prepared and action will be asked 
upon it so that the order can be effective, and 
the injunction, if granted, will prevent the 
registration of the home-seekers in the 
Kiowa country. 

If there is a court with jurisdiction at Law- 
ton a case will be commenced there in a 
similar manner. 


Claims Lands Are Being Wrested. 

The bill of particulars will contend that 
the lands of the Indians are being illegally 
and unconstitutionally wrested from them 
against their wishes. It will show that the 
organic act creating the Territory of Okla- 
homa made the laws and the constitution of 
the United States applicable to the territory. 
Provisions. were made in the act whereby the 
Indians could invoke the aid of the courts 
for their protection. It will contend that 
Lone Wolf is a “ person” and that opening 
of the reservation ‘will deprive him of his 
landed rights and will do the same injustice 
to the other Indians affected. 


President Proclaims Opening. 

Washington, D. C., July 7.—The proclama- 
tion of President McKinley opening to set- 
tlement the lands ceded by Indians in. the 
Territory of Oklahoma was given to the pub-. 
lic today. 

The proclamation provides for the opening 
of the lands in those sections which are not 
reserved at 9 o’clock a. m. on Aug. 6 next, 
the lands to be open to settlement under the 
homestead and town site laws of the United 
States. 

Beginning on July 10 and ending on July 


under the homestead law shall be registered 
at Reno and Lawton. The applicant will be 
required to show himself duly qualified to 
make homestead entry. After being reg- 
istered applicants will be given certificates, 
allowing them to go0 upon the ceded 
lands and examine them in order 
to aid them in making an intelligent 
selection, During the first sixty days fol- 
lowing said opening no one but registered 
applicants will be permitted to make home- 
stead settlements upon any of the lands, and 
then only in pursuance of a homestead entry 
duly allowed by the local land officers, or of 
a soldier's declaratory statement duly ac- 


The order in which during the first sixty 
days following the opening the registered 
applicants will be permitted to make home- 
stead entry of the lands will be.determined by 
drawings for both the E] Reno and Lawson 
districts, publicly held at the United States 
land office at El Reno, Ok., commencing at

Constitution’s Victory in Sat- 
urday’s Race Is Consid- 
ered Decisive. 


HAFF STILL CONFIDENT. 


Independence’s Captain Agrees 
with Owner Regarding — 
Today’s Race. 


DUNCAN SUMS UP CONTEST. 


Newport, R. I., July 7.—It was a day of 
satisfaction on board the new yachting cham- 
pion Constitution, of resignation on Colum- 
bia, and of contemplation, but still hopeful- 
ness, on the Boston yacht Independence, so 
badly defeated in yesterday’s races. 

On shore, however, every one discussed 
the race from all sides, but principally with 
reference to the unexpected showing of In- 
dependence. It seemed to be the general 
opinion among those yachtsmen who watched 
the race closely that the sluggishness of the 
Crowninshield boat was due to some extent 
to the uncertainty of the wind some little 
time after the start, and that the true worth 
of thé yacht was not brought out. 

On board the Boston boat not a man was 
cast down, the overwhelming defeat being 
attributed solely to hard luck. Said one of 
those on board during the race: ‘“‘ We know 
Independence can sail, and sail fast, and we 
believe that yesterday ill-luck attended it 
from the start. 

Captain Haff is quoted as expressing similar 
views to Mr. Lawson when the latter came 
aboard last night after the race, and tonight 
all hands on the Boston boat are looking 
forward eagerly and confidently to tomor- 
row’s contest, when, over a triangular course, 
Independence is expected to show its great 
reaching powers,’ providing, of course, there 
is any kind of a breeze. 

It was also pointed out that under the 
America cup conditions yesterday’s contest 
would have been declared no race, the usual 
time limit of five hours and a half having 
been exceeded, but those on Independence 
did not make any excuses on that basis. 

One of the most interesting comments on 
the race was made this afternoon by W. 
Butler Duncan of Constitution, who summed 
up the contest by saying it seemed practically 
to settle the situation, and that Independence 
could not hereafter be considered a possibility 
as a cup defender. 

Mr. Duncan further remarked that one of 
the most gratifying incidents of the race 
was the excellent work of Constitution's 
crew in handling sails and the manner in 
which all hands pulled together. He was 
fully satisfied with the showing of Consti- 
tution and the result was a great relief. 

The yachts will have their second contest 
of the Newport Yacht Racing association's 
series tomorrow over a triangular course, 
ten miles on a side, it being provided, as 
usual, that one leg, probably the first, shall 
be a beat to windward. It is thought such 
a contest will give Independence its best 
chance at defeating the two Herreshoff 
yachts, as two of the legs must be broad 
reaches, 

The start, if possible, will be from Bren- 
ton’s Reef lightship.

Tony and his assistant with pick and crow- 
bar will attack this mass this morning, 
breaking it up and sorting out from the mass 
whatever bits of iron still remain. The slag 
will “be piled on a truck that runs on rails 
and the iron on another. The two men will 
handle the hot, sharp-edged pieces with 
their hard, bare hands, and will seem to 
care nothing for the scratches and cuts they 
sometimes get. 

After the slag is removed the ground be- 
neath must be loosened up and the molding 


- Sand that has been dropped there dug and 


sifted out; the cupola must be relined wher- 
ever the bricks are burnt out, and then the 
bottom must be lifted into place and braced. 

The bottom is cut into halves, each swing- 
ing on a hinge and each a thick iron cast- 
ing. To raise these takes the strength of the 
two men, and when it is done the castings 
are braced up by a stout bar of Norway iron. 

That will end Tony’s work in the lower 
room, and he will leave to his helper the 
task of making new clay linings for the tap 
hole, putting clay around the edges of the 
buckets in which the hot iron is carried to 
the molds, and trundling away the trucks 
of serap and slag. Tony has left the task 
of preparing the furnace for the charger, 

, = that will take him up to the charging 
oor. 

A cupola is merely an iron cylinder, lined 
with fire brick, having arrangements near 
the bottom for introducing a blast, and a 
door near the top for throwing up the charge. 
Up to this door Tony will go, and into the 
cupola he will‘dump several bushels of wet 
molding sand. Then he will lower himself 
down into the 
cupola, the 
sides of which 
are still hot 
from the fire 
of the day be- 
fore, and with 
an iron tool he 
will stamp the 
sand down in- 
to a solid floor, 
six inches 
thick at the 
front and 
elght at the 
back, to give 
slope. enough 
for the metal 
to run out. 

On this Tony 
will lay a pile 
of kindling,

, Several bush- 
els of coke on ‘ 
top of that. 

By this time the noon whistle will blow 

and Tony and his helper will join the long 

line ‘that makes for Blue Island avenue to 
fill the top parts of dinner pails with beer. 
And then.the whole line of them will sit 
down on the shady side of a fence or a row 
of box cars and munch and drink as only 
hot, hungry, tired workmen can munch and 
drink until the last scrap and drop in the 
well-charged pails is gone. 

Noontime is the great gossiping time of 
the Polish workmen, as of all othera, Last 
week Tony’s helper was the subject of most 
of the talk and jests. He had just been mar- 
ried, and his days were made weary with 
the advice and the jokes of which he was the 
target. The helper’s “ shop name” is James 
Rogers: 

“Smart feller, Jimmy,” said Tony. ‘“ Got 
$136 at his weddin’.” 

Mention of the money has reference to a 
long-established custom among the Chicago 
Poles, by which new couples are set up in 
their housekeeping. The girls are fond of 
dancing, and at the wedding every man 
who dances with the bride gives her $1. Tony 
engineered Jimmy's wedding for him. It be- 
gan early one morning, and half the foundry 
quit work to go to'it. The house of the bride 
was crowded with guests. Henry Laceka, a 
molder, brought his fiddle and furnished the 
music, and the dancing went on with little 
interruption throughout the day, the night, 
and the early hours of the next day. Then the 
bride, who had stopped dancing only for 
occasional refreshments, finally sank from 
exhaustion, after her efforts had provided 
enough money to buy all the furniture she 


and Jimmy would need for their housekeep- 
ing and to start a home-buying fund beside. 

The nooning lasts forty minutes, and at the 
end of it, on an ordinary day, Tony throws 
a bunch of burning cotton waste down upon 
his heap of coal and shavings and starts a 
fire. Opening the *“‘ tuyers”’ (little openings 
into the side of the cupola) and then starting 
the blast, he increases the fire until he has a 
thick bed of well burned down coke, a roar- 
ing, white-hot foundation for the charger 
to work on. Then he turns the furnace over 
to the charger and goes to make ready for 
tapping. 

The charger has been piling scrap iron of 
all sorts, pig iron, limestone, and coke near 
the charging door, and now he begins to 
throw them into the cupola in turn as fast 
as they are required. It does not take long 
to melt the iron, and by 3 o'clock several 
tons of it have settled down through the 
coke on to the bed of molding sand. 

Meanwhile, Tony has been preparing his 
irons for the drawing. He has a number of 
these of various sorts. Near the bottom of 
the cupola is a spout, now blocked up with 
fireclay, through which the iron will flow. 
There is a long, pointed fron rod for dislodg- 
Ing this and letting the charge out. There 
is another with a circular disk at the end 
of it, on which a slender clay cone will be put 
to drive into the vent and stop the flow when- 
ever necessary. 


All about the big foundry the molders have 
prepared the sand-filled boxes in which the 
castings are to be made. There is little talk- 
ing among the men as they work. LHWach is 
busy at his own task, hurrying to get through 
before the iron is hot. Though their day is 
nominally ten hours long, each is through 
‘for the day as soon as his molds are filled and 
the castings shaken out, and each generally. 
gets through in about nime hours. ' 

When all is in readiness for casting a big 
iron bucket or ladle lined with clay and 
mounted on _~ 
pivots on a 
truck is 
brought up 
under the 
spout. Each | 
“molder goes 
to the cupola- Yes 
room and 
gets his own 
pouring buck- 
et, which Jim- 
my hase lined 
up. Then Tony 
with two or 
three sharp 
taps of his rod 
cuts out the 
clay plug and 
lets the flam- 
ing metal pour 
into the ladle. 
No matter how 
hot the day, 
Tony stands 
there beside 
the stream of 
running fire, 
perspiration. streaming in rivulets down his 
face and dripping from his chin. His eyes 
riveted on the flowing iron, he holds poised 
over the trough the clay-tipped plugging 
iron. As the ladle is filled he drives this 
sharply into the vent, and there in an instant 
it is hardened into place. 

The ladle handler shoves his truck out on 
the little tramway and another takes his 
place; Tony opens the vent again and the 
operation is repeated. The first ladle goes 
down the line, and by each set of molds 
patises and is tilted up until the molder’s 
pouring bucket is filled. And then from the 
smatier bucket the molder makes’ his casts. 
In the midst of all this heat Tony opens and 
closes the vent, and when the casts are all 
made he and his assistant knock out the 
prop that holds the bottom in place and their 
-work for the day is done. 

For all this Tony gets $2.85 every day. He 
keeps his family on one floor of a frame tene- 
ment not far from the shop, and sends his 
children to the church school. Every year 
he adds a little to his store of capital in bank, 
and every year he sends from $100 to $200 to 
relatives in Poland. 

And yet on Sunday Tony comes down to the

ASK GENERAL HOME FOR LABOR. 


Federation Has Plan to Secure Quar- 
ters Where All Unions Can 
Secure Rooom. 


The Executive committee of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor was instructed yester- 
day to seek a building which can be trans- 
formed into a headquarters for labor. As101 
unions, containing 37,000 members, are af- 
filiated with the local branch of the federa- 
tion, it is believed a more commodious build- 
ing than the “‘ Labor Row ” of the Building 
Trades council can be maintained. 

“Labor certainly needs a headq 
where all the unions can feel at home,” said 
President James Bowman. “ The Executive 
council will give the proposition careful con- 
sideration, and if it is possible to secure a 
satisfactory building it will be done. The 
federation has enough money, and is able to 
sustain any building it takes charge of.” 

The action was taken following a report 
from the Building Trades council of the re- 
turn of the lease of the building at 187 Wash- 
ington street to the owner. Delegate Otto 
Nowack said he thought the labor organiza- 
tions of Chicago ought to have a central 
place for meeting, and on his motion the 
Executive committee was empowered to 
make an inquiry with a view to leasing a 
building to be transformed into a labor 


center. 
Attack on Ross Defeated. 


After a fight, in which some disagreeable 
personalities were indulged in by a couple 
of the delegates, resolutions aimed at Secre- 
tary David Ross of the State Board of Arbi- 
tration were laid on the table.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Extreme hot weather and holidays con- 

tributed to make the last business week a 
father dull one. Excepting for a good trade 
in summer goods practically alt lines of 
businéss were affected unfavorably by the 
weather. In many manufacturing estab- 
lishments employers directed that work be 
abandoned on account of the heat. The 
continued strike troubles were responsible 
for the closing of other plants. New labor 
difficulties have arisen, but, they are not 
serious, and settlements are expected. 
» “The corn crop is a subject for anxiety. In 
‘some places the situation is the least prom- 
ising one recalled in thirty years. Stock- 
sholders interested in railroads largely de- 
pendent on the corn yield would be pleased 
to be assured of a favorabie outcome. On 
the other hand, the wheat crop, from all 
appearances, will be large, and a liberal 
market awaits it. 

The failure of the Buffalo banks has not 
disturbed the géneral banking situation, 
which is in excellent shape now. The recent 
organization of so many small banks is 
looked on by some as a possible source of 
future danger, but as long as prosperity 
holds so well no troubles are expected. 
Banks under present conditions are not re- 
discounting as they have at times in the 
past. The entire banking community here 
is in strong contrast to that in Germany. 
The failure of the Leipziger Bank in that 
country assumes graver proportions the 
more closely it is looked into. | 

Chicago business maintains its average of 
gain well; Bank clearings in the city for 
the first half of the year increased 94% per 
cent over the record for the corresponding 
period of 1900. The prospect at the opening 
of the last six months of 1901 is for a con- 
tinuation of steady improvement in general 
business. 

Interest is being attracted to the money 
market by the sudden advance in call money 
rates in Wall street last Wednesday. The 
banks called loans in order to be fortified 
against any unexpected trouble which might 
arise during the holiday taken by the New 
York Stock Exchange from the close on 
Wednesday until this morning. The de- 
mand for money which their action caused 
put rates up as high as 25 per cent. Con- 
trary to expectation the position of the New 
York associated banks has not improved. 
A further loss of $3,272,675. in the reserve 


promise immediate return to the nominal 
rates of two weeks ago. It is only for spec- 
ulative uses that high rates are quoted, 
though the market for commertial purposes 


has become firmer. 


The three days’ holiday and the heat left 
little room for activity in the New York 
stock market. The chief development of 
the week was the declaration of dividends 
on the preferred and common stocks of the 
Wall 
street was disappointed that the dividends 
were not specifically stated as quarterly, or 
semi-annually even, and sold the stocks. 
The general market was lower in sympathy. 

Probably the officers of the corporation 
speak of this 1 per cent which is to be paid 
on common stock as “ just a dividend,” be- 
cause they do not know when they will be 


able to pay another such dividend. There- | 


fore they refuse to hold out to the owners of 
that stock the hope that they afe to receive 
quarterly or even semi-annual dividends. 
Naturally this reticence has a depressing 
effect on stockholders. They would feel 
better satisfied if directors would let them 
know precisely what is the condition of the 
corporation. There is nd reason why stock- 
holders should not be given full reports. 
which they can understand concerning their 


property. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP NO PANACEA. 
The New York Evening Post comments 
(1) upon the recent action of the Philadel- 
phia authorities in disposing of street rail- 
way franchises for nothing for which Mr, 
Wanamaker offered practically $3,000,000, 
plus three-cent instead of five-cent fares; 
(2) upon the corrupt sale of that city’s gas 
works a few years ago after they had long 
been mismanaged and exploited for political 
ends; (3) upon the’ like administration at 
present of its municipal water system, and 
then remarks that,“ municipal ownership 
is no panacea for government corruption,” 
The remark was wisely made and its truth 
is well substantiated. Nevertheless it has 
often been contended that one of the results 
of municipal ownership would be the re- 
moval of the chief dangers of public corrup- 
tion. Indeed, Dr. Albert Shaw, in a sympo- 
sium on the subject five years ago in the 
New York Independent, stated that where- 
as British municipal governments were 80 
secure in their integrity that they could 
safely choose between public and private 
enterprise, American municipal govern- 
ments, on account of their moral weakness. 
were logically shut up to the former alterna- 
tive as the safer. | | 
While, however, the dangers of public cor- 
ruption probably are less under municipal 
ownership than under private management 
of public: utilities, it should be realized that 
there is no guaranty whatever either of effi- 
ciency or honesty in the mere fact that the 
management of such ‘utilities is “ public.” 
A corrupt government may exist not only 
in spite of but by means of public manage- 
ment of t public services. ; 
Such management can only be highly suc- 
cessful under a government characterized 
by efficiency and non-partisanship, and it is 
the man who stands for that sort of local 
government—not the politician seeking pop- 
ularity—who has a right to advocate the in- 
crease of municipal functions. Municipal 
ownership will win its best triumphs as these 
facts are recognized in any efforts for its 
extension. 


THE YACHT RACE OUTLOOK. | 

The trial race at Newport last Saturday 
seems to put matters into fairly definite 
shape as regards the cup defender. In that 
race the Constitution showed itself to be the 
fastest yacht. In a run of fifteen miles to 
windward and back the Constitution beat 
the Columbia, the present cup holder, by 
more than eleven minutes, while both yachts 
left the Independence out of sight at the 
finish. Apparently this settles the mooted 
question of the Boston boat. Mr. Lawavn 
and his yacht are out of the running. It is 
true that the Independence suffered somo- 
what on Saturday from bad seamanship 
and an unfavorable sea, but it is clear that 
it is no match for the New York Yacht club's 
 fiyérs, and it is not likely that the remain- 
ing test races will change this verdict. |

If the Constitution is faster than the 
Columbia, and the Columbia is faster than 
Shamrock I., and Shamrock I. is faster 
than Shamrock I1., it is evident that Sir 
Thomas might as well concede the race to 
the Constitution at once. BExcept for the 
pleasure of seeing the race and knowing 
just how badly his yacht can be beaten, 
he might as well give up the contest and 
agree to leave the America’s Cup where 
it is for a year or two longer. Happily, Sir 
Thomas is a confirmed: optimist. Hope 
springs eternal in his nautical bosom. For 
this reason we probably shall have the in- 
teresting spectacle of the international race 
in spite of the fact that the chances now 
appear to be so strongly against the chal- 
lenger. 


MINORITIES NOT ALWAYS RIGHT. 

The Anti-Imperialist leagues of this coun- 
‘try have issued an address to the American 
people. It is signed by several well-known 
and respectable citizens of Ohicago and 
of other cities. The address expresses re- 
gret that the hopes the signers felt that 
Congress and the Supreme Court would 
pursue a different course concerning West 
Indian and Philippine questions have been 
disappointed. “ All lovers of freedom” are 
urged “to organize in defense of human 
rights, now threatened by the greatest free 


possible the next Congress “ to resume its 
place in the government in defense of the 
inalienable rights of man.” 

The sincerity of the authors of this ad- 
dress cannot be questioned. ‘They really 
believe a great calamity is impending and 
that the existence of the free institutions 
of this country is endangered. They are 
as honest in this belief as were Patrick 
Henry and many other prominent men of 
the revolutionary era in the belief that the 
ratification of the federal constitution in- 
volved the loss of the liberties of the people 
of the States. They opposed energetically, 
but happily without success, the creation 
of a central government, which they were 
quite sure would becomie a centralized des- 

They were actuated by a spirit of genuine, 
but mistaken, devotion to liberty. Fortun- 
ately they were in the mimority, ‘and the 
constitution was adopted. This shows how 
men who are devoted to the cause of free 
institutions can sometimes make mistakes 


and are not always wiser than a majority 


which refuses to share their fears and ac- 
Gept their guidance. It would be nonsense 
to say that majorities are always right, but 
the men who make up the minority should 
be willing to admit that minorities are 
sometimes in the wrong. | 

The people who belong to Anti-Imperialist 
leagues should be ready to concede that 
inferiority in numbers—and their inferiority 
in that respect is notable—does not neces- 
sarily mean superiority in wisdom, and to 
admit that, not being divinely inspired, they 
may be mistaken. Judicious reflections of 
this kind may tend to moderate the acerbity 


of their language and lessen their fears for 


the future of their-country. It does every 
man good to say to himself occasionally. 
that perhaps he is fallible. 


WATCH AND PURSE. 

We rarely reflect, perhaps, how dependent 
is the great social machine upon _ time- 
pieces—upon closely synchronized move- 
ments between its innumerable and relat- 
ed parts. The watch dial might well sym- 
bolize the highly organized modern world. 

Yet it is easy to sympathize with the 
protest of Mr. Charles Wagner in the Out- 
look against being “ forced to have always 
over our head the threat of the hour that 
is going or the one that is coming.” It 
is easy also to imagine some of the “ ex- 
quisite impressions” which he once ex- 
perienced when deprived of a watch by ac- 
cident for four weeks. He had “whole 
days without seam or cut in them.” He 
escaped from the sense that time is always 
“flying.” He discovered new and more 
poetic and interesting ways of supplement- 
ing human helplessness concerning time 
than by consulting a ticking machine, 


He learned to draw reliable hints by ob- 


serving “the shadows lengthening, the 
flowers closing, the rabbits commencing to 
leave their hiding places, the fish coming to 
the surface.” 

Mr. Wagner also ridicules and deplores 
“the inveterate habit of having money,” 
a habit which tends to “benumb the 
heart or harden it insensibly.” He re- 
gards it as other than an unmixed 
that one should always have “ money ”— 
to settle for “imprudences,” “ extrava- 
gances,” “ follies,” and to obviate merit 
and personal feeling as a basis of relation- 
ships.

THE CHICAGO ASSESSMENT. 

The Cook County Assessors have finished 
their work. They have put down the as- 
sessed valuation of real and personal prop- 
erty in this city at $297,800,000. This is an 
advance of $65,000,000 on the figures of the 
Board of Review for 1900. It is a falling 
off of $40,000,000 as compared with the 
board’s figures for 1899, the year when it 
began work. A person unfamiliar with the 
situation would fancy that the value of prop- 
erty in Chicago was subject to sudden and 
extreme fluctuations. — 

The Board of Review has now to pass 
judgment on the work of the Assessors, 
That board is between two fires. The 
Mayor and the bodies which levy and spend 
taxes are demanding an increase of the 
assessed valuation. They describe, in an 
exaggerated way sometimes, the deplorable 
consequences of a failure to supply the dif- 
ferent branches of the municipal govern- 
ment with the revenue which they assert 
they need. But if the board should raise 
the assexsment materially and the Supreme 
Court should decide that the 5 per cent 
limitation provision enacted by the last 
Legislature is invalid, then taxes wih be

It is quite possible that the State Board 
of Equalization will do something for the 
revenues of the taxing agencies of the city 
by assessing several local corporations more 
heavily and justly than has been its custom. 
But even if the Board of Review is assured 
that the total assessment will be increased 
in this way it can with great propricty 
raise somewhat, at least in some localities, 
the figures handed to it by the Assessors. 

When the Mayor speaks of untold millions 
of personal property which he says the Aé- 
sessors should list but have not listed, he 
speaks unthinkingly. He forgets for the 
moment the fact that no system devised by 
the ingenuity of -man is able to reach more 
than a fraction of the personal property 
owned by individuals. But recent land 
sales in some parts of the city have revealed 
a marked difference between selling and 
listed values. The former have been much 
the larger. There is reason to believe that 
there are many assessments which the 
board can raise a good deal and yet leave 

them below the real fair cash value. 

Even after allowance is made for exag- 
-geratign it is evident that unless the assessed 
valuation is raised somewhat the municipal- 
ity will be somewhat embarrassed next 
year. While it is possible that the Supreme 
Court may set aside the 5-per cent limita- 
tion the Board of Review hardly will be 
justified in assuming that this will be the 
case, unless, indeed, there is a general 
agreement among competent lawyers that 
the limitation is unconstitutional.

Hotel National, Lucerne, . 


26th August. 
Darling Elizabeth: | 
Such a jolly time as we had yesterday! 
In the morning before lunch Blanche and I 
clambered up the hill behind the National 
to call on the De Pivarts. They live in a 
mite of a box of a villa.

We intended to lunch at the National, but 
Sir Charles met us on the quai and said he 
had been hunting all over the town for us, as 
he wanted us to lunch with him at the 
Gtitsch, and go on to the Wertzelmanns’ 
afterwards. In front of the Schweitzerhof 
we found the Vicomte, who had been auto- 
mobiling all the morning, and Sir Charles 
asked him to join us. Sie Sy 

The Gtitsch is much higher than the De 
Pivarts’. villa, and you reach it by a funicular 
which creeps straight up the side of the 
hill like a lift. The view was lovely and 
sO was the cooking; we had a table in front 
of a huge window overlooking the terrasse. 
Afterwards we strolled in the glades of the 
pine forest, where the light was like the 
pictures called ** Studies in Color’’ which 
one sees in the academy and nowhere else. 

Bianche and Sir Charles werein front, while 
the Vicomte and I, owing to the Vicomte’s 
laziness, were considerably in the rear. For 
once he talked of something else than his 
automobile, but his conversation was not 
edifying, save as giving mea pretty vivid idea 
of the morale of Lucerne society. The Vi- 
comte talked the most outrageous scandal, 
but in so witty a way that it was impossible 
to take offense. He knew the histoire of 
everybody vhich, if true, proves that. con- 
tinental society, especially at a ville d’ eaux, 
is much the same as in English country 
houses where the people are smart.

From the Giitsch we went traight to Schloss 
Gessler in the Vicomte’s automobile. We 
tore through Lucerne at top speed; it was 
great fun, and the Vicomte said there was 
no danger for the road was etraight and 
that nobody would dare get in the way. 
Going up the hill outside of the town some- 


body’s Maltese terrier, with bells round its, 


neck, came tegring after us and got under 
the wheels. But we didn't stop, and as we 
turned into the avenue leading to the Schloss 
one of Mr. Wertzelmann’s geese committed 
suicide by throwing itself in front of the 
automobile.

Marquise de Fontenoy Letter. 
ING OSCAR of Sweden enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the one crowned 
head in all Burope who believesin the 
Darwinian theory of evolution, and 
who is content to accept the doctrine 
that our ancestors were not angels but mon- 
keys. He made this-clear in discussing, the 
other day, the arguments of Professor Vir- 
chow in favor of the gorilla being descended 
from man and representing the most degen- 
erate form of the latter, and gave utter- 
ance to the conviction that the tendency of 
mankind is not of a downward but rather 
of an. upward character. 

This is so entirely at variance with the 
ideas expressed by most of King Oscar’s 
brother monarchs with regard to their semi- 
divine origin and the sacred character of 
their royalty that it is worth while making 
a note thereof. How can an Hmperor or a 
King pretend to revere his ancestors as 
saints, such as is the case in almost every 
reigning family in Europe, if one believes 
that these ancestors were monkeys? And 
what becomes of St. Louis, the canonized 
ancestor of the royal French house of Bour- 
bon and of Spain; of St. Viadimir, the sim- 
flarly eanonized ancestor of the Czars of 
Russia; of St. Edward the Confessor, the 
saintly predecessor of King Edward VII. on 
the throne of England; St. Stephen, the pious 
King of Hungary; and all the other canon- 
ized forbears of the now reigning houses of 
Europe, if King Oscar’s opinion is the cor- 
rect one? 

I cannot help thinking that the monarchs 
of the old world will resent this profession 
of the Darwinian doctrine by the ruler of 
Sweden and Norway, and will attribute it to 
the fact that, like the King of Servia, his 
immediate ancestors were of most plebeian 
birth, his great-grandfather having been a 
Pyrenean peasant, and the great-grand- 
father of his Servian Majesty a Danubian 
swineherd. 


Lord Lansdowne’s sale of Tullyallan Castle 
in Fifeshire to Sir James Sibewright serves to 
recall attention once .more to the intimate 
association, not to say relationship, of the 
present Minister of Foreign Affairs in Eng- 
iand to the house of Bonaparte. Perhaps 
it would be better to call it affinity rather 
than relationship. For Tullyallan Castle 


his grandmother, wife of that Comte de 
Viahault who is generally believed to have 
been the father of NapoleonIII. Atany rate, 
it was to the Comte de Flahault that King 
Louls Bonaparte of Holland was accustomed 
to publicly attribute the paternity of his 
consort Queen Hortense’s child, who reigned 
in after years as Napoleon III. In that case 
the mother of Lord Lansdowne may be re- 
garded’ as having been a half-sister of the 
French Emperor. | 

The Cemte de Flahault was disti . 
even in his younger days, for his extreme 
baldness. One day in the course of conversa- 
tion with Prince Talleyrand, when he ex- 
pressed a desire to present something val- 
.uable by reason of its rarity to a great lady as 
a token of his respect and esteem, Talley- 
rand remarked, ‘“‘ Present her with a lock of 
your hair.”’ 

Empress Eugénie showed herself always 
ready to recognize this affinity between Lord 
Lansdowne’s mother and Napoleon IIIL— 
treated her, in fact, something like a sister- 
in-law, and frequently staid with her at 
Tullyallan. It originally belonged to the 
famous Admiral, Lord Keith, and he was so 
angry at the marriage of his elder daughter 
to the Comte de Flahault that he left this 
splendid old place, with its many thousands 
of acres of forest and park, to his younger 
daughter, Lady William Elphingstone, who 
at her death bequeathed it to her elder sis- 
ter’s daughter—that is >to say, her niece, 
mother of Lord Lansdowne. 

I know of no place in Scotland where there 
is a more extraordinary collection of game 
‘than In the park and forest around Tullya!- 
lan Castle. For old Lady William Elphing- 
stone, and after her Lord Lansdowne, de- 
voted themselves to the acclimatization there 
of horned sheep, Japanese deer, black swan, 
Australian emu, south African ostriches and 
zebras. The mother of Lady William £El- 
phingstone, and the great-grandmother 
therefore of Lord Lansdowne, was Miss 
Thrale, the ** Queenie ’’ of Dr. Johnson. 


While both the Czar and the King of Italy, 
who were so anxious for male heirs to the 
throne, have recently become the fathers of 
daughters, Archduke Francis Ferdinand’s 
wife has given birth to a son, just because 
perhaps it would have been preferable on 
dynastic grounds that she should have pre- 
sented her husband with a daughter. 

For, as I have explained before in these 
columns, thdére is a considerable amount of 
difficulty in connection with the Austro-Hun- 
arian succession, difficulties that are aug- 
mented, instead of being diminished, by the 
birth~-oef a boy to Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand. For, according to Hungarian law, 
which does not recognize any marriages as 
morganatic, the boy just born to Archduke 
Francis and to his wife, the Princess of 
Hohenberg, is a_ full-fledged ~ Hungarian 
Prince of the blood, and his father's son is 
entitled to succeed him as King of Hungary, 
though not as Emperor of Austria, where 
the issues of Princes of the imperial house 
by wives who are not of royal or imperial 
birth are barred from the throne. 

Had the Princess of Hohenberg’s child 
been a girl matters would have been much 
simplified. But now that she has presented 
her husband with a boy the controversy in 
connection with the matter is rendered the 
more acute, as the leading Hungarian law- 
yers insist that neither father nor mother 
has any right or power to renounce any 
rights to the throne in the name of the chil- 
dren, who alone are competent to act in the 
matter. 

It is quite within the bounds of possibility 
that those Hungarian Nationalists who are 
bent upon a complete separation of Hungary 
from Austria may set up the young son of 
Archduke Francis, who in Austria will bear 
the title of Prince Hohenberg, as the lawful 
heir to the throne of Hungary, after his 
father, prompted thereto by the knowledge 
that, according to Hungarian law, he is enti- 
tled to be regarded as the full-fledged son 
of his father, and as heir-to all his honors, 
rights, prerogatives, and property, but Hke- 
' wise because they know that the young 
Prince Hohenberg can never become Em- 
peror of Austria, owing to the fact of his 
parents’ marriage being regarded as mor- 
ganatic in Austrian law. 

It is true that a treaty is said to exist be- 
tween Hungary and Austria, known as the 
pragmatic sanction, and which stipulates 
that the crowns of Austria and Hungary 
shall always be held by one and the same 
Prince. But the existence of this agreement 
has been denied, and, in response to repeated 
demands in the national legislature of Hun- 
gary, the government has been obliged to 
confess that no copy of the treaty, or even 
any trace of it, could be found in the national 
archives. 

The Archbishops and Bishops do not sub- 
mit without protest to their being debarred 
from taking any part in the trial of Lord 
Russell by the House of Lords, in which they 
occupy seats, not as spiritual peers, but 
merely as spiritual lords of Parliament. 
They have always resented this distinction, 
and when Lord Russell is brought up for 
trial and just before the vote as to his guilt 
or innocence is taken, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury will, on behalf of his fellow- 
“ spiritual lords,” submit what is called “a 
protestation,” and likewise request “ desir- 
ing leave to be absent when judgment is 
given.” It is held that this saves their digni- 
ty and averts the humiliation of their ex-

Weather is not so much a 
factor in wheat except as it interferes with 
the fag end of thrashing operations in the 
winter wheat sections. It has perhaps been 
as much too wet for wheat in the Northwest 
as it has been too dry in the opposite corner 
‘of the country. 

The foreign condition is not encouraging, 
as is illustrated by smaller exports. ‘All au- 
thorities agree that German wheat and rye 
have been subject to extensive damage, and 
France is put down as needing twice the 
usual quantity of whéat, which must be im- 
ported, probably from the United States. 

The freedom with which wheat has been 
coming out at all primary markets has beep 
something of a depressing factor. These 
receipts for five days were 2,874,000 bu, as 
compared with 1,781,000 bu a year ago.

STAGNATION IN MARKET, WITH 
NO DEMAND FOR LOANS. 


Large Sums Repaid to Bank of England 
and Heavy Dividend Payments Fail 
to Advance Call Money Rate Beyond 
Two Per Cent — Easy Rates Excite 
Distrust Rather than Confidence in 
Credit Dealers — British Railway 
Making Poor Showing.

LONDON, July 7.—We have been in the 
depths of stagnation, with money occasion- 
ally unlendable for a day at 1 percent. Some 
expected that as the £8,000,000 or so borrowed 
altogether at the Bank of England was re- 
paid, we should see rate’ strengthen in spite 
of the government dividend payments on 
Friday, and this may be the case next week, 
but so far and until yesterday there are no 
indications of anything except plethora. 
Yesterday the last heavy amount due at 
the bank and the renewal of £2,000,000 in 
treasury bills did cause call money to run up 
to 1% and 2 per cent, but the market other- 
wise was as easy as before. As invariably 
happens when loans are low discount rates 
flag, and August bills have been discounted 
at 2% per cent. 

The fine rate for ninety-day bills is scarcely 
better than 2% per cent, and only on paper 
running into December and January is the 
market disposed to hold out for a fraction 
over 3 per cent. To see it so calm, with such 
heavy calis upon it, is remarkable, as on 
Thursday next it must get another install- 
ment on consols, sweeping away about 
45,500,000. 

London Market Timid. 

It often happens that low rates express dis- 
trust rather than confidence, and this is partly 
the case now. Dealers in credit all pronounce 
the London market strong. We ‘have no 
gigantic speculations to be financed, and 
everybody is curtailing rather than extend- 
ing risks, and trade is shrinking, as our re- 
turns for the last month significantly tndi- 


cate, yet, although these and similar facts , 


calculated to account for the slackness of the 
market are knowna feeling of discomfort ap- 
proaching almost to apprehension is common. 
We fear Germany, and many also look with 
some anxiety towards the United States. 
From one point of view this fear is wholesome, 
as it prevents us from launching out. I think, 
however, no market can prolong a timorous 
existence without suffering injury and some- 
where allowing the weak spots to come to the 
surface. To all appearance there are no weak 
spots in our banks. They have been racing 
with each other in declaring excellent divi- 
dends since the month began, and the sum- 
maries of their figures usually indicate some, 
though no remarkable increase im profits. 
Banks Might Be Better Guarded. 

For all that, our banking position is not so 
perfectly assured as I should like to see it. 
Nothing in the world is easier than for a 
credit institution to pay good dividends. The 
difficulty comes when the depositors ask for 
their cash. Our banks habitually disregard 
risks thus arising, and one day they are sure 
to regret their temerity. A continued de- 
cline in the value of our Stock Exchange se- 
curities is in itself a danger to institutions 
whose resources are extensively locked up 
therein. Quite a number of our banks have 
been caught a fall in consols. Several 
are wisely writing down the price at which 
the stock stands in their books from their 
profits, and others did this so thoroughly 
years ago that they possess their stock at 
prices below those now current, but others 
still see a loss on a considerable portion of 
their means. 

Our railway dividends will be sadly in 
contrast with yours for the last half year, 
and declines in percentages paid promise to 
be universal. Matters are not improved by 
the new conflict which has broken out be- 
tween the great railways running to Scot- 
land, which are racing each other all they 
are worth in the competition for traffic that 
will not pay during half the year. It is elo- 
quent of the feeble hold your railroad stocks 
have on the public attention here at present 
to find that our dealers in them were taking 
a holiday all by themselves yesterday be- 
cause Wall street had closed.

Charles Y. Knight, secretary of the National Dairy union, has been prominently before the public 
for a number of years as a champion of the dairy produce interests of the country. His main fights 
have been against the selling by dealers of oleornargarine as butter and against the coloring of the 
bogus product ta resemble the genuine article. In 1898°he was commissioned by the Agricultural 
bureau to visit Europe, and on his return made a detailed report of dairy conditions on the continent. 


His first connection with the National Dairy union was in 1805, when he was elected secretary, and

in 1897 was given charge of a fight before the Illinois Legislature in behalf of what is now known as 
the anti-colcr oleomargarine law. He organized the dairy interests of the State in support of the

SUES FRESH FIGURES. 


Twelve Nations on List Purchase Ovei 
$10,000,000 Each in Produce During 
Last Year—Great Britain and Ger- 
many the Heaviest Buyers—South 
America Is the Only Country to 
Which Exports of That Class Have 
Decreased. 


Washington, D. C., July 7.—The foreign 
market section of the Agricultural depart- 
ment has compiled statistics showing the 
distribution of the agricultural exports of 
the United States for the years from 1896 te 
1900. 

The report shows that there were a dozen 
countries in 1900 to each of which the United 
States exported over $10,000,000 worth of do- 
mestic farm produce. 
The United Kingdom purchased. $408,000,- 
000 and Germany $134,000,000 worth. 

The agricultural exports to the United 
Kingdom were the largest on record except- 
ing those of the extraordinary year of 1888, 
when a value of $489,000,000 wae attained. 
In trade with Germany the exports for 1900 
were decidedly in excess of any previousiy 
reported, and show an increase of nearly #00 


Next in order to the above named countries 
in 1900 were the following: 

The Netherlands, $52,000,000, these figures 
being exceeded only in 1890 by less than 
$1,000,000; France, $45,000,000; Belgium, $33.- 
000,000, as against $31,000,000 in 1806 to 
France and $18,000,000 to Belgium during 
the same year; Italy, $24,000,000; Canada, 
$21,000,000; Japan, over $15,000,000; Den- 
mark, nearly $15,000,000; Cuba, $14,000,000, 
as against $4,000,000 in 1806; Spain, $10,500,- 
000, as against a trifle less than $10,000,000 
in 1896; British ca, $10,300,000, 

Exports ranging in value from $5,515,000 
down went to more than a dozen other dif- 
ferent countries. 

The total exports of domestic farm produce 
to Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii, dnd the Phil- 
ippine Islands in 1900 had an aggregate value 
of over $20,000,000, as compared with only 
$6,200,000 in 1896. 

South America was the only contingent to 
which United States agricultural exports for 
the last five years show a decline—from §11,- 
236,000 in 1896 to $9,452,900 in 1900. The most 
striking gain was in our exports to Asia, 


000,000 in 1900. The principal part of Amer- 
ican agricultural exports in 1900 found a mar- 
ket in Europe, sales to Huropean countries 
having an aggregate value of $739,000,000. 
With the exception of the phenomenal year 
1898,. when they reached $762,000,000, these 
figures are the largest on record. In 1606 
they were $508,000,000. Tothe various North 
- American countries the exports in 1900 were 
$55,000,000, in 1899 $58,000,000, and in 1808 
$44,000,000.

In no way can the habits, foliage, 
and growth of trees be studied so well as by 
living within daily access of one of these 
miniature forests. Shrubs, and bushes, as 
@ matter of course, are no less satisfactory 
and interesting. 

The proper treatment for these tiny trees 
and bushes is simple. In digging them up as 
much of the old soil as can conveniently be 
transplanted should be taken up with and 
surrounding the roots. What professional 
tree dealers call a “‘ good ball” should be 
allowed to remain around them. After be- 
ing placed in the box or can which is to 
hold them the receptacle should be lightly 
but thoroughly wrapped with a dampened 
cloth or swathing of excelsior or moss, and 
the whole pretty jharoushi moistened. Im- 
mediately after transplanting the trees 
should be again watered senerously, and, if 
the sun is hot, partially shaded for a little 
while. It goes without saying that the trees 
should be dug up at the last possible mo- 
ment, and that they should be transplanted 
just as soon after reaching their destina- 


“tion @s possible. If handled gently and with 


. due and intelligent care they willssurvive a 


journey of several days and thrive hand- 
somely. Some attention should be given, 
naturally, to placing them in suitable and 
fairly natural surroundings, and the nature 
and habits of the trees studied with care.
